“The Hague Tribunal: Its Present Meaning 
and Ite Future Promise.” 

He compared The Hague tribunal, as the 
supreme court of the family of forty-six 


nations, to the Supreme court of the United 


States, which adjudicates disputes of the 
forty-eight states In the union. 

“The Hague tribunal can never be, of 

course, supreme of itself,” he said. “Iis 
right to existence, as Well as its charter of 
liberties, arises fran thé international cen- 
vention which has established it, and back of 
the interhational convention lies the will of 
the nations. 
_ “ The institutions already established are, 
first, the international prize court, which 
was agreed upon in The Hague conference of 
1907 by the representatives of thirty-one out 
of forty-four powers, and which has béén 
ratified by twelve of these thirty-one powers, 
but which is not destined to be put in opera- 
tion except In time of war.

I take my hus- 
band’s shirts after the cuffs wear out and make 
dresses for the baby. My groceries never go 
over $10 a month, meat $3, rent $20. When I 
told one of my friends my groceries never 
went over $2.50 a week she Wanted to know 
how I could do it. I can’t gay, as I have no 
rule to go by. But I have my mother-in-law to 
thank and I think if more young people did 
what the mother-in-law told them they 
wouldn’t have to worry so much about high 
cost of living.

I am an experienced housekeeper and so I 
will seffd you an account of how I manage to 
get along. Our yearly income is about $1,050. 
We are a family of fivé—my husband, three 
children, and myself. My husband and eldest 
faughter are both school teachers in 4a small 
town. By being very careful and watching 
where all the odd pennies go I manage to save 
about $400 yearly. I always watch the sales 
and do my own purchasing. I buy sugar in 
large quantities when it is cheap. I do all my 
own work, including baking, canning, washing, 
ironing, and cleaning. My eldest daughter does 
all the family sewing and this alone is quite 
a help, as it costs so much to hire dressmaking. 
We have our own chickens, therefore we get 
enough eggs to do us both for meals and in 
baking. We have a large garden in summer 
and raise our vegetables, such as potatoes and 
cabbage, which are put into the cellar for 
winter use. I make many nourishing soups 
which are liked by us all. In this way we al- 
ways have plenty on the table, besides having 
the satiafaction of knowing we are gairing in- 
stad of losing at the end of the year.
